million high school seniors who took 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test In 1977-78 
held steady at 429, the College Board 
announced In a national report, 
"College Bound Seniors." This is the 
first time In 10 years the SAT verbals 
did not drop. The SAT math, however, 
did continue Its decade dip, going to 
■468 from 470. Teh years ago the math, 
was 492; the verbal 4GC, A perfect 
score Is 800. 

■ "American College Testing, testing 
a different group of I million teen- 
agers, reported its composite scores, 
based on a 10 percent sample, went up

Smcdl loggers claimdnscrimmation

TWIN FALLS — Local Independent 
loggers have accused Sawtooth Na- 
tional Forest olfldals of discriminat- 
ing against (hem In favor ot giant 
logging companies. 

Loggers, conservationists and the 
Idaho Fish and Game Department 
have expressed concern that massive 
timber sales In the South Hills will 
decrease the deer herds there and 
Jeopardize future supplies of saw 
timber tor local loggers and firewood 
for home consumption., 

"They're crtuvdlng the little man 
out. It's Just been hard for us lo gel 
timber," charged Bill Pullln, owner of 
PuUln's Post and Sawnilll, south of 
Hansen. , . . j— -,, - — 

The independent loggers' charges 
were provoked by the Sawtooth 
Forest's plans lo sell limber In the 
South Hills in volumes too large for 
small, local companies to buy, while, 
they claim, only one sale has been 
offered (o local loggers In the South 
Hllla this year.

offcrctt several smalt s.iles to local 
loggers In recent years which have 
gone unsold. 

Phil Straub of the forest's timber 
staff told the Times-New^ that local 
loggers are guilty of "high grading," 
buying only those sales containing 
high grade timber and Ignoring 
poorer quality stands. 
-"The guys (loggers! down on the 
South Hills, they haven't shown us 
any thing yet," Slrauh said. 

The local loggers voiced their anger 
at a meeting called by the Idaho 
Conservation League, and attended 
by Sawtooth Forest officials, to 
discuss the forest service's lo-year 
plan for logging In the South Hills. 

Originally, the ^Sawtooth Forest- 
planned to harvest roughly 100 million 
board feet of lodgepole pine over the 
next 10 years. 

The sales were planned, according 
lo Forest Supervisor Ed Foumler, 
because the forests in the South Hills 
are mature, and Infested with the 
mountain pine beetle, which is rapidly 
killing the trees. One-third ol the trees 
In the sale area are already dead.

cutting In the South Hlils. 

As a. result of thai re^valuatlon, the 
forest service reduced As estimate of 
how much wood can be cut In the 
South Hills by almost half, to between 
50 and GO million boiard feet,, and 
reduced this year's sale to six million 
board feel. 

Nevertheless, local - independent 
loggers remain unsatisfied because 
none of them can .afford to buy six 
million l»anl feet Of lumber, and they 
fear selling ott.|tieJimterJnXargclols 
will Jeopardize' their' future' wood 
supply. 

Local loggers also objected to the 
fact that tht? forest' service plans to 
spend $lOo.OOO-of-taxpaycr mme>-itj* 
build roads associated with the sale to - 
Wlckes, while, they claim, the forest 
service has never subsidized their 
operations with money for roads, 
, The cost lo the forest service of 
preparing the sale and building roads 
associated with the sale will exceed 
the amount hf slumpagcjecs Wlckes 



will pay for the timber by $100,000, Ihc 
forest service admitted. 'The flOO.ooo 
will go toward road construction, they 
said. 

Ken Walker at Walker and Sons 
Logging of Twin Falls said the 
"biggest complaint" he has with the 
forest service is that they alIo;scd 
Wlckes a rebate of 54,000 per mile of 
road they will build to har\'est the 
trees, while local loggers have never 
been paid "over $1,000 (per mile) 
rebate for logging roads." 

Pullin said Ihe "superhighways" 
the forest service plans for the Wlckes 
sale arc "not what we're needing up 
here. We could Just put In a Utile work 
road and It won't cost as much." 

Straub said the forest service has 
tried to sell timber to local operators, 
but local operators reneged on two 
sales they purchased in the last few 
years, and one offering was not even 
purchased. . 

He admitted, however, that only 
two sales have been offered to local 
operators this year, containing a total 
of Just over 100,000 board feet. 

Pullln said the one local sale he Is 
aware of came only after he asked Ihe 
forest service to make a sale. He 
wondered why, If the forest service 
wonts to harvest the forest, the local 
operators have to go to the' forest 
service to ask that sales be offered.

ihere was hope that agreement could 
be reached on the remaining un- 
resolved points.

Begin. 

Plans to end the summit today, on 
the 13th day. were annoiinced Satur- 
day by White Ilou.sc press secretary 
Jody Powell, who said it was "not 
possible to say at this time whether 
efforts to resolve the differences will -- 
be successful," 

Conference sources said Ihc chief 
sticking point seemed to lie in Begln's 
refusal to promi.se the complete 
return of occupied Arab territories. 

Tlierctorc. they said, the fate of the 
summit turned on whether Sadat 
would accept some lesser, qualified 
offer In the la.fl 24 hours of give-and- 
take orchestrated by Carter. 

Perhaps symbolic of the problems 
Carter ha.s been trying to overcome, 
Begin and Sadafei who came G.OOO 
miles to meet In rustic seclusion, have 
not spoken lo each other since a week 
ago Thursday —and they had no plans 
lo do so during the negotiating finale. 

Powell said Carter was conferring 
separately Saturday with Sadat and 
later, after conclusion of the Jewish 
Sabbath at sundown, with iJegin. Ho 
said he expected there would be a 
three-way meeting before the summit 
concludes Sunday afternoon, but left ;■ 
the impression that might l)e only a ./ 
farewell ceremony. 

The press secrclar>' also said he 

expected the summit windup would 
produce some sort of document or " 
communirjue that would presumba|ly| 
disclose whether peace negotiations 
will continue or not." But tie said the 
.finale plans remained as vague as the j 
prospects forsucccss.

A*diseased [ hotel 
regaining its health

PHILADELPHIA <UP1) - The 
old Bcllcvuo^tratford Hotel was 
built In 1904 as one of the nation's 
niost luxurious, playing host to 
kings and queens and presidents. - 

Its electrical wiring was de- 
signed by Thomas Edison, and Its 
unique structure was self' 
contained with artesian wells, an 
electrical power system and an 
ice-moklng plant in the basement. 

But It was the outbreak of Ibe 
deadly Legionnaires' Qls^ose In 
1970^ that splashed thc'Beltevue- ' 
"Stratford's name around the 
world. Adverse publicity from the 
disease, which at first seemed to 
strike people who had visited the 
hotel, eventually forced its closing. 

The BcUcvuC'Stratford lay va- 
cant for nearly two years until a 
Philadelphia flhn,. Rubin Associa- 
tes, bought It and hired the the' 
Fairmont Hotel Co. to monage It 



and return it to its once grand 
opulence. 

The mysterious disease, which 
took 29 lives the first summer It 
broke out, has since, sprouted, 
elsewhere, Bbsolvlng the magnifi- 
cent hotel of any connection. 

The new owners are spending S20 
million to restore the hotel, to be 
renamed the Fairmont, to its 
original state.. 

Around the turn of the century, 
Charles C. Boldt, who successfully 
managed the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel In Now Yoric, bought two 
Philadelphia hotels, the Bellcvue 
and the Stratford, He buUt his new 
elegant hotel on the property of the 
Bellcvue. 

. It had evoi^ possible service: 
secretaries, servonts, concierge on 
every floor, a stock ticker in the 
lobby and a laundryt and every 
new invchtloi Indudlngetccttlci^ - 
and 20-story elevators.

Stinging 
attack 
on states 

WASHINGTON — Rigid state laws 
often prevent life saving emergency 
treatment being administered to the 
nearly I million Americans who are 
seriously allergic to insect stings, 
-heallH experts wamed recently 

Hundreds of such persons are slung 
every year and many lapse into shock 
If emergency treatment is not ad- 
ministered within minutes. 

The warning came at a National 
Institutes of Health's symposium on 
the use of epinephrine adrenalin shots 
for violent reaction to the venom of 
bees, wasps hornets, yellow Jackets 
and fire ants. 

Although an estimated 100 
Americans — and probably many 
more —die each year within fiours of 
being stung, most states allow only 
doctors or the sling victim to Inject 
epinephrine. 

Dr. Claude A. Fhulcr of AshcvUie. 
N.C., recommended that a panel of 
experts prepare a national plan for 
school tenchera, paramedics, scout 
leaders, forest rangers, life guards, 
golf and tennis professionals and 
other laymen to be trained In giving 
shots. 

"I urge this since Injected epineph- 
rine is the only drug capable of 
stavlngoff potentially fatal shock long 
enough for the victim to be token to a 
doctor or hospital," Frazlcr said.

University Medical School said there

"We had a hearing some months 
ago tn Burl^, Idaho, of the Senate 
Forelyi Relation s Commute a nd 250 
farmers attcnd«i;!'' says Church. 
"The subject was whether the Senate 
ought to ratify the International sugar 
agreement.

PORTLAND, Ore: tUfl) - 
Representatives of publicly owned 
utilities In the Northwest have agreed 
on three p'nqKised amendments to the 
regional power bill now before Con- 
fess. 

Hie director of the Oregon Energy 
DepBitmcnt; Fred Mfller, said Friday 
addition of the proposals "may 
destroy what chance there Is this year 
for a solution to the regional electric 
energy system problems.' ' 

AlxHit 50 members of the Public 
Power Council, which ts mode up of 
114 public utility districts, coopera- 
tives and municipal power systems In 
Idaho, Montona, Oregon and 
Washington, met tn Fortlond Fridny 
to develop a council position on the 
power bill. 

"Hiey agreed that the preference for 
public agencies in buying federal 
power should not be Jcopa^lzcd In 
any provisions of the measure fhially 
approved by Con^^ss. Hie regional 
power bill now being discus^ would 
provide some low-cost fedehil powor 
Ion residential and farm I 
private utilities. 

Spokesmen far some public l 
have exinessed fear that pzovlslon 
would mean cither too little federal 
power for the public agencies or an 
increase In the price of the. federal 
power to public "agencies. -Under 
current law the public agencies have 
first rights to buy power from 
Bonneville Power ,AdmInstratloa, 
which markets the output of federal 
proj ects In the Northwest. 

Largely because the federal power 
Is from hydroelectric projects the 
.BPA power Is cheaper than the power 
produced by- the region's private 
utilities, which have turned to 
thermal powo* plants as hydro sites 
were developed. Most of Washington

BOISE — New rules to eliminate "arbitrariness" In 
uUllty^eposits will take effect Dec.I although uUIltics here 
have already started following most of them. 
— When_they_clo,..most-now-ldaho-gas-and-electrlc - 
customers won't have to pay deposits and customers wUl 
have longer to pay their bUIs before having service cut off; 

The new poUcy, set by the Idaho Public Utilities 
Commission, is Intended Id stop discrimination by 
eliminating much of the process of chccldng a customer's 
past before charging deposits. Under the plan utUlUes will 
no longer Iw able to consider a customer's sex, marital 
status, income and commercial credit record In deciding 
how much deposit tocharge a new customer. 

Deposits can only be charged if a customer has defaulted 
on a utility bill In Idaho wllhln the past four years, or if he 



or she owes money (o a utility for fraud or damaged 
property. 

liic policy also prevents utilities from yanking out gas, 
water or electric service without accepting excuses and 
giving fafr warning. The companies must give at least 15 
.days.wiiniinglxfbrE£Uttlngoff seiTlcc.fornoa-payinentpf 
bills. 

Currently Idolio Power sends out a termination notice 
after a bill Is 12 days overdue, and Intermounlain Gas only 
waits 10 days. 

The new IPUC policy is the first attempt to standardize 
deposit and termination procedures statewide. It caps a 
long history of complalnts that deposits arc arbitral?, 
discriminatory and Illegal. 

Until recently, utilities routinely charged all new 
customers a steep deposit. Two years ago Idaho Power 
discontinued the Indiscriminate deposit procedure and 



began only requiring deposits from certain customers. 

Idaho Power came to be considered both the most 
"arbilrary" and the most syrnpalhetlc utUitly in these 
matters, according lo IPUC attorney Michael Cilmore. 
Customers were either charged or spared IPC's deposit, 
ayeiaging $5(>^Qn the,bnsls of background checks, which 
often Included credit history and personal factors. 

"11 you were dean shaven, you paid no deposit, but If you 
were bearded, you paid a deposit," GUmore explains. 

On the other hand, Idaho Power was considered soft on 
customers with' unpaid accounts because the company 
provides gradual payment plans to those who couldn't pay 
their bills. 

Inlermountaln Gas has had a fair, across-the-board 
policy In charging deposits, which were slightly higJicr 
than Idaho Power's. Yet, the gas supplier has a reputation 
o( cutting off service and "didn't accept much in the way of 



i," according lo GUmore. 
In anticipation of the new regulations, Idaho Power last 
April relumed JWO.OOO In deposits to 13.000 customers. 
No* the company only holds deposits from two percent of '. 
its customers. 
Other stipulations In the IPUC policy Include: 

• Service can only be stopped If a customer owes at least 
$2S or two months worth of charges, whichever is 1^. 

• A notice must be sent out seven days l)cfore 
termination, and service can't be cut on weekends or right 
before holidays. 

• Deposits, when allowed, can't be more than one-sbdh of 
a customer;s estimated bill. 

The current policy began taking shape last January' 
when the IPUC ordered utUities to return hundreds of 
thousands of dollars In deposits to customers.

Legionnaires' disease found in Idaho, too

TWIN FALLS — Sporadic "coses of Lcglonnolrfis' 
disease, which have been reported in Idaho and most 
states only In the past year, have probably occurred tor 
manyyeors. 

According to Dr. Thomas B. Eschcn, chief of the state 
bureau of preventive medicine, three cases, one fatal, 
weni reported In Idaho during the last year. One occtured' 
in Post Fnllfl in February, one In Hagermon in March and 
a fatality occurred in Pocatello In January but was not 
identified untUMarch. 

About the two other coses, Eschcn said only that they 
wcrcserlous enough to require medical attention. 

Similar numbers of coses are scattered in most states, 
he said, but outbreaks continue to be rare, hampering 
attempts to Investigate the disease. 

The Department of Health and Welfare will contbiuo lo 
identify and record coses In Idaho but will not si^cnd time 



Investigating them, Eschen said. 
The department has announced It will not Issue health 

bulletins when cases are reported, unless an outbreak 
occurs, 

"Our analysis is that these arc sporadic cases occurring 
In the population as they have probably for many years," 
he said. "Only this year have we hod the laboratory 
methods lo make the diagnosis." 

He said it had t>ecn expected when testing was t>egun In 
Idaho that a few coses would be Identified. 

Investigating Isolated cases of the disease would not t>e 
useful, Eschcn sold, but It is important to Identify and 
record thcni in order to cstabllsh'a base for comparison. 

Scientists and doctors stUI do not know how Leglor>- 
nalrcs' disease is transmitted. 

Eschen said tlie chance that "intense investigation will 
yield usable data" Is best hi cases of outbreaks. 

"In an isolated cose, It's very difficult to detomloe why 
that ptoson got the disease," he said. "But it Is also 



Important to make the diagnosis, so wo know what the base 
line Is; then It helps Identify when a change occurs and 

what factors might explain that," 

Scientists don't even know what (he symptoms of a mild 
cose o[ Legionnaires' disease are, although they hove 
Identified th(>«bQCtcria which causes the Infection. They 
have named It the Legionnaires' disease bacillus. 

"We do know It's not ordinarily spread from one person 
to the next," Eschcn sold. "In the eases so far, family 
memb^, doctors and nurses working with the patient 
haven't gotten sick." 

• "We also know many people who get the Infection don't 
"get Bcrlously 111," he sold, adding the .-serious case is 
probably the excption. "Apparently most don't got sick 
enough lo require medical attention." 

Near areas of outbreaks of the disease, tests have found 
5 to 15 p^cent of heolUiy people already have antibodies, 
meaning thc;y must have had contact with the bactirla. 

Eschcn sold hi a severe case of the.'dlsease a penon 



begbis "feeling lousy," then it progresses to a lUgh fever 
and c<oughlng;The Incubation period Is two to 10 days and 
the disease pro^'esscs over two or three days. 

"My standard advice," Eschen said, "is that anybody 
who has a lever of 101 degrees or that recurs over a 24-hour 
period shouldseek medical advice." 

E>octore In Idaho use a special 24-hour phone line to the 
bureau (tf pnventlvo medicine in Boise to report certain 
InfecUous diseases and unusual cases. The bureau also' 
provides loborotory diognostlc services. 

The deportment hod notified doctors that the test for 
Legionnaires' disease was available. Doctors were alerted 
when the first cose was Identified earlier this year . 

Legionnaires' disease became Identlui^d jfter an 
outbreak among participants In on American Legion 
convention in 1976 in Philadelphia. The outbreok look 29 
lives. 

Most recently, an outbreak has occurrrd In the Garment 
DlstrlctlnNewYorkClty.

Geographer recalls 
Bonneville flood 



KING HILL - A 300-foot wall of 
water once roiled down the Snake 
River during the Bonnevlllc flood, 
according to Mario P. Delisio of Boise 
StateUnlversily. 

Delisio headed the team In the 
scientific expedition this summer In 
the King Hill area. The tcom 
estimates the Bonneville Lake, now 
known as the Great Salt Lake, broke 
out of lis nolurol basin and the water 
flooded over Iho land north until It 
reached the Snake River 18,000 to 
31,000 years ago. 

The Snake River dig was the first 
open-site dig on the Snake River, 
according lo Delisio. Others are under 
rock shelters or In caves. He did 
preliminary work at the Clover Creek 
site, about a mile ahd'a half east ot 
Khig Hill, In 1977. Ho is a geoorch- 
acologist ond o human resources 
geographer. He noted the soiuUianks, 
hundreds of feet high, on both sides of 
tho river, near Qover Creek, and sold 
-they-weredcposl ted-by ..the catastr- 
ophic deluge" thot carried boulders 
welding up to 1,000 pounds. 

The team uncovered points Ihot 
were on arrows and spears used for 
Inmtlng' and fishing. Artlfocts ' re- 
covered by the painstaking and dusty 



work were bagged and lagged with 
the location where they wero found. 
The ground at the site was squared off 
in plots one by two meters or two by 
two meters. Then the top four Inches 
or so of each square was carefully 
broken into small pieces with a 
trowel. Sweepings from -the squares 
were sifted through a screen lo locate 
the artlfocts. 

The size of the expedition varied 
Ihim 10 to 20 pmoos, depending on 
the amount of time members could 
devote to the work. Some members 
were BSU students, with several local 
pcc^le as volunteers. 

Evidence points to the flood going 
beyond Morslng. The Snoke River 
environment was ^aUy changed 
and it .is possible that the area, was 
uninhabited for almost a thousand' 
years afterword. It is impossible to' 
determine If people were living hi the 
orco prior lo the flood. ' .,

McKay, Iflcc so many other Vietnam GIs in 1970 
decided he didn't want to die for his country In some 
UDplcal hell. He wanted to stop Uie war, not fight It. 
AlUiough few people in the U.S. knew about the effort, 
McKay Joined the VIeUiam Veterans against the War 
chapter In Saigon. He sccreUy circulated' ontl-wor 
peUtions to GIs around Vietnam, 'smuggling the 
papers on and ott convoys. Thousands of s(ddlen 
signed Uiem. 

McKay was aircsfcd for an ontl-war demonstration 
In Saigon and later counseled soldiers on how not to 
participate In (he war. 

"Then .wim hundreds of GIs and patrols who just 
refused to fIgbL I subverted every mdit^ effort I ' 
could," McKay recalled. 

The Vietnam war ended early, McKay believes 
largely because of Uie efforts of the anti-war GIs.

I ha,ve some commenla on Richard 
Grafs oi^anlc farmlnH. 

- — The pqnilmrTHJtloirihat "organic 
farming" is less harmful to the soli 
and thC'cnvlronmcnt than conven- 
tional fanning Is not necessarUy true. 
■ The greatest damage to land by 
modein fanning Is by the machinery 
which cither compacts or tears up the 
soil. Heavy tractors, trucks, and other 
equlpmrait compact and crush the soil 
v*ile plows, discs and, most notorio- 
usly, rototUIers, destroy soU structure 
which takes years or centuries to 
develop. 

Hie most constructive efforts these 
days lo farm with minimum damage 
to the land are those with no-tiU or 

. mliUmum tillage. Proper use of the 
right chemicals can reduce or 
eliminate the need to grind up and 
pulverize the soli imd thus reduce the 
erosion and physical dcslruclon of the 
soil. If Mr. Graf still plows, discs, 

— cumvatcs-aDd-lumnn-lilrE0lI-l)e'l8~ 
not commlUed tosaving the soil. 

The claim that' fertUlzer hurts the 
son Is simply not true throu^ 
fertilizing can be overdone or 
Imprt^xa-ly done.

WASHINGTON - The IJ.s'. ~ 
economy is slowing down, but Idaho 
and the Western States arc experienc- 
ing a mild economic boom. 

According to statistics prepared by 
the national iieadquartcrs of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States In Washington. D.C., "The U.S. 
economy Is forecost to grow more 
slowly during the next two years than 
the last two years," but "the Moun- 
tain States arc forecast to grow more 
rapidly than the nation as a whole," 

Within the Mountain States, 
however, chomber statistics show 
Idaho growing at a slighly slower rate 
than the rest of the mountain states. 

According to the national 
chamber's chief, economist Jack 
Carlson, non-agricultural employ- 
ment In Idaho Is forecast to grow at 
3.9 percent annually tbrougb-198Q,_ar ..

The show people love-hate to watch 



TWIN FALLS — Actor Art Carney once summed up 
tel9ylslcin by comparing Its audiences to those of the 
stage and movies. 

"When you're in the theater, the audience gives you 
Its respecl. When you work In the movies, the 
audience gives you Its admiration and a lUtlc envy," 
he sunnlsed. "But when you work In television, the 
audience owns you and the most ragged ktd In New 
York has no hesitancy atxiut walking up to the 
television performer and announcing, 'I caught your 
Bhowlastnight.ltstank,' " 

In Twin Palls, a number of KMVT-TV employees, 
headed by station manager Richard Moore, know Just 
what Carney was talking about. 

Moore, 27, has been the number one man at the 
station since January. He sees a negative rcactkin to 
KMVT coming partly from that feeling of ownership 
to which Carney alluded. 

.."It's just that television In a person's home 
becomes personal. They're there, especially news 
people . . . Betty Smith, Davo Mccks, Jay Hlldebr- 
, ondt. TTiey become personal friends of theirs. !' 

Helping establish that feeling Is Ihe number of 
hom^ the set stays on. In the average home it's six 
hours, except in winter. Then add an hour. Unless, of 
course, there ore children In the home. Then add 
another hour. Because the set Is like a member ot the 
family, Moore said,- TV-watchers tend to become 

CTltlCS. 

The Missoula, Mont., native said It doesn't help , 
' being a small, rural market like the Twin Falls area, 
which ranks I671h among the more than 200 television ' 



markets In the U.S. Tlicfo are only 100.000 viewers in 
tlie Magic Volley. 

' 0/ those, 65 percent beyond cable TV service and 
receive only KMVT's signal unless they have an 
exceptionally large antenna, he pointed out. Frustra- 
tion easily builds If the single program being airod 
Isn't one they prefer or therp arc technical 
difficulties. 

The fnislratlon is compounded for newcomers from 
. metropolitan areas served by four or five television 
stations, Operations Manager George Brown feels. 
When they didn't like a show, he sold, thoy could: 
"Click, turn to another station. They don't have that 
selectivity hero.?' 

Not ail the frustration Is caused by the lack of . 
selection, the KMVT bosses realize. The quality of 
programs adds to the problem. But they say Weston 
Broadcasting Co., which purchased the station in 1971 
from Gordon Glassman, Is doing cvciythlng possible 
to make sure those problems aren't the fault of 
KMVT, 

"This year they will Invest close to 5300,000 In 
equipment alone, such as cameras and swltcjicra (an 
electronic board which allows technicians to switch 
the picture being transmitted by the touch of o 
button.)." Mooresald. 

New microwave relay equipment will eliminate 
some problems encountered In taping shows sent 
from a Salt Lake City statkm to the relay station in 
' Albion, he hopes. Plans are to build a new station 
withlnaycar. 

He added the Utah-Idaho relay is one of the longest 
In the U.S.; and KMVT, like aU of the Northwest, 



suffers because It is at the end of the line from New_ 
York Clly whcrc'network programs originate. On Urn 
of thai. KMVT Is located In the mountain states, 
.which has only three percent of the U.S. television 
audience. 

"Quite honestly, they are not concerned about three 
percent," Moore said. "Thoy do a good Job of getting 
us the feed but they take care of the big boys (cities) 
first." 

Brown said KMVT has to bear the brunt of the 

criticism when the Utah station has trouble with a 
new videotape system It has Insloliod. For example 
he said, one recent made-for-TV movie sent up lor 
taping was minus lo minutes of sound in the middle of 
.thcshowbecauscof bugs In the new system. 

The two men say the technical problem.'; c.iused by 
KMVT equipment failures or personnel errors arc 
minimal. 

"Look at the shows we put on which don't have 
technical problems," Moore answers when con- 
fronted about local problems. 

lie said a review of the logs made for tlie Federal 
Communications Commission shows KMVT 
engineers and equipment are responsible for very few 
broadcast problems, about one percent. 

Moore acknowfedged tho stnllon has a high 
personnel turnover rate, but he said the quality of 
local news and publk; affairs doesn't suffer more than 
elsewhere as a result. .The annual turnover Is 40 
percent In television, Mooresald, noting a station with 
KMVT's audience can generate only a limited amount - 
ofrcvenue. 

But he defended the pay scale, especially for the 



morenotlccable on-thejilr peisonnel; saying they are -. 
paid 05 much or mora than the average station of 
KMVT's sbe. 

David Donault, who was named news and public 
affairs director for the station s]x weeks ago, backed 
Moore. Denault, 33, said he had never before been out 
of the top 20 television markets and he rates KMVT' 
better in many ways than larger stations. 

The Ft. Lauderdale,, Fla... native said he hadn't 
heard of Twin Palls when he first questioned national 
media people about the posltIon.'He said th^ soon 
told him the station had a good reputation as a t^ 
training ground lor news people and engineers. 

Denault commended the local station for allowing 
him to make soon-to-be-seen changes In news and 
public affairs programs, including a r«vamphig of 
morning and noon shows. There will be more 
segments for women, such as giving recipes; 
Infohnatlon for fiumcrs about new products and 
equipment; a midday news brief show; stock reports; 
and an In-depth news show In addition to the rcgtilar 
news broadcast. 

Moore said complaints about local mlscues or 
pragramming are Just part of the business but that 
the number of complaints Isn't massive. 

"It comes down to being a visible buslncsV^'hc . 
said, adding, a newspaper Is read for only a few 
minutes. "Wc'rconthcalrl8hoursaday." 

Brown agreed; saying three complaints would be a ' 
large number. He couldn't rdmembcr a problem in his 
15 years at KMVT generating that many. It Is 
Individual taste which Isdlffe'rent, he sold.

The study found food stamp partici- 
pants purchase cheaper cuts of meal 
and less snack foods than other 
shoppers. They qjend a smaller 
proportion of their food budget on beef ' 
slcak and other l>ct;f and vcal, while 
slf;niticantly hi^er percentages of 
[heir food budget arc allocated for 
pork and poultry products. 

Food stamp households also 
purchase proportionately more fresh 
whole milk and eggs "and spend 
proportionately less on Ice cream, 
yogurt, and cheese. Food stamp 
participants spend more on flour and 
cereals and less on baker>' products 
than Qthcrconsumcrs,

The food stamp households spend 
an average of 0.6 percent of [heir food 
hudgel on snacks, while other shop- 
pers spend 1.5 percent, over twice as 
much. There w;is no significant 
difference in the proportion of food 
budgets spent on soft drinks and other 
nonalcoholic beverages. 

The study aLso shows that food 
stamp households .spend far less 
money at restaurants than do 
Americans In general. Average 
expenditures for food prepared and 
eaten away from home arc over four 
times as great for nonparticlpanls as 
for food stamp households* 

Finally, the study demonslrales 
that low-income households who are 
eligible tor food stamps hut do. not 
participate in the program spend 
■SlgnincanUy.less.fcuLfbod-than do-food- 



stamp households. Purchases of porJt. 
poultry and milk arc substantially 
lower am<}ng.*^gl^houscholds.who 

do not use stamps. At the same time, 
non food stamp households who arc 
low-Income still spend slightly more 
than food stamp users on snacks, Ice 
cream, yogurt and cheese, and 
significantly more on restaurant 
meals, 

West conducted the survey for the 
U.S. Deportment of Agriculture's 
Food and Nutrition Service while on 
leave from Washington State Univers- 
ity. 

He based his study on the Bureau of 
Labor Statlstlc's 1973-74 Consumer 
Expenditure Survey of the food 
expenditures over a two-week period 
of 587 households participaltng In the 
food stampo program and 9,927 non- 
partlcipattng households. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics conducts the 
consumer expenditure survey every 
10 years to revise the bosis for Its 
ConsumPf Prin* Index.

How would you like to have 
a comet bcaring-your name? 



SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Amateur astronomer Don Mndiholtz'- 
1,700 ttotns of comet hunting has 
finally paid off. 

The 25-yeflr-oId Los Gatos, Calif:, 
stargazer today has a celestial body 
bearing. hifl name — the reward of 
discovering a dim new cornel Just 
Eouth of Slrius, the brightest star in 
thej>:y, 

"I was so excited when 1 found it 
because I was familiar with that part 
of the &ky, and I knew It shouldn't 
have been there," Machholtz said last 
week. 

He Immediately telegrammed the 
comet's position and direction to the 
Central Bureau for Astronomical 
Telegram of the International 
Astronomical Union. The bureau Is 
headquartered at Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory In 
Cambridge, Mass. 

TTicoteervatory — a clearinghouse 
for comet discoveries — conlimed 
the existence of vMachhollx' Cornel" 
and Is now tracking It. Machhollz says 



It will take a tew days to learn the 
actUBl<n1)itof^newcomet^ — 

Amateur stargazers discover about 
half of ttie dozen or so cornels found 
each year, said James Cornell of the 
obscrvatoty-ln Cambridge. Some of 
those, Tjowover, aretredlscoverics of 
old comets that have not been visible 
for a numbcrof years. 

"Comet hunting la the province of 
amateurs, partly because comets arc 
the only celestial bodies named after 
the discoverer. The discoverer can 
name asteroids also, but he usually 
names them after a friend or relative, 
not after himself." says Cornell. 

He cautioned observers not to 
expect to see "Machhaltz' Comet" 
because "It's Just a very faint point of 
light. You'd need a very, powerful 
telescope and a knowledge of the sky 
to see it. It's too soon to tell whether it 
will develop a tall." 

Machholtz. who began studying 
astronomy 12 years ago, embarked on 
his mission to find a new comet in 
1974. 



"At first my goal was to find a 
— comet-and- havcit-named-aftenncr- 
But later It was thrilling Jus to study 
the sky, and I no longer felt a 
disappointment when I didn't see 
anything new," he says. . 

. He ^wnt 307 hours ion a mountain in 
the San Jose area observing the 
heavens the first year and discovered 
nothing new. For the past threc-ycars, 
he's been spending an average of 4G0 
hours a year at his telescope. 

"But, on the other hand, it made it 
that much more thrilling when I first 
saw 11 and when I later got that 
confirmation call saying, 'Congrat- 
ulations, you now have a comet 
namedattoryou."
